Statement! by the: Nem | i 


\ . Premier, ; 


“A PLAIN HINT INT TO RUSSIA, 


Baron ‘Ponaka, th the new Premier 
of Japan, made- a statement on 
April 22, in which, according to 
the cable received by the Japanese 
Consulate-General in Hong Kong, 
he'referred to Japan's foreign 
affairs as follows :— 

“The most important question at 
present, urgently and directly af- 
fecting Japan, and the Far Eaat, ia 
the unsettled condition in China. 
Having sincere sympathy with the 
justifiable desire of the Chinese 
people, we have no hesitation in 
giving. adequate and necessary as- 
sistance to them for dttaining 
But in helping 
China, we have to. consider, first 
of ‘all, the method and manner, 
other words, means and 
Negligence by foreign 
Powers in this respect’may cause’ 
further unrest in China, which, we 
believe, under no circumstances, ix 
desired by the Chinese themselvea, 
So long as the rational and reason- 
able desires of China are being at- 
tained in her relation with foreign 
Powers, it is by no'means advisable 
for the Chinese people’ ‘to bring 
China into jeopardy, 

“From the attitude taken by, the 
foreign Powers toward China, I am 
firmly convinced that they have also 
no: hesitation in neceding to the 
justifiable demands.of China., In 
these circumutances, we believe 
that it is not a difficult task for the 
Chinese to find a way by which they 
can attain their desired end, not 
jeopardizing the relations between 
foreign Powers and China. It is 
our carneat desire, to see the Chin- 
ese use prudent self-reflection in 
view of the above. 

: “Regarding . the Communists’ 
activities in China, as Japan. is in 
a position to be affected directly 
and seriously and has great respon- 
sibility in maintaining peace and 
order in the Far East, she maybe 
unable to keep | standing aloof: if 
there. is any serious. result from 
these activities.

“ARMED. ROBBERS’ STRANGE 
: AEMAVIOUR: 


-| A- POLICE COURT SEQUEL, 


The. armed robbery at No. 8, 
Star Street, -Wanchai, on April 6, 
when a defenceless old woman and 
her two grand daughters were 
victimised by ‘three ruffians, ha 
its sequel in Mr. R. E. Lindsell’s 
Court yesterday afternoon when 
two Chinese were charged with 
having taken part in the robbery. 

Both men were arrested by. a 
Chinese detective in the Main 
Road-at Shaukiwan on the night 
of April 16. The detective and a 
lukong went.with an informer to 
Shaukiwan soon after 8 p.m., and 
waited on the Main Road. Half 
an-hour afterwards firat accised 
came along and'the . informant 
pointed him out to the detective. 
When ‘stopped and informed that 


he was under arrest in connection |; 


with the Star Street robbery, this 
man without being questioned re- 


‘marked: “I am not the only one. 


Wait and another will come along 
soon.” 

‘The police did as they were bid 
and about 15 minutes later 
second accused appéared and was 
pointed out to the. detective by 
the first man. When placed under 
arrest No. 2 did not make any 
statement, 

When the case was heard 
against the accused yesterday 
atternoon, the elder grand daugh- 
ter said she was sure the robbers 
could not have entered their firat 
floor flat by the, staircase door be- 
cause she had’ herself. fastened 
this securely before going to bed 
on the night of April 5. she was 
convigced: the men gained the 
verandah by climbing up the rain 
water pipe and ‘then climbed 
through the fan-light over. the 
verandah door. 


This theory was supported byl? Z 


the grand mother who said only 
one man entered by the verandah 


and let the others in by the stair-|| 


case. She was certain of this be- 
cause she was awakened about 3 
a.m., by the sound of the bolt on 
the staircase door being drawn|| 
back. Before she could get out of 
bed to investigate the robbers had: 
entered the house and then she 
was too frightened to raise the 
alarm. 

Both the old woman and the 
elder grand daughter were bound 
with thin wire and gagged with 
pieces of sweet potato. - The first 
the latter knew about the robbery 


was when she was awakened by|! 


someone gripping her throat. She}| 
opened her eyes to.see ® man 
with a dagger: in front of her. 
She was so scared that she sub- 
mitted without a struggle. The 
younger girl, who was also 
awakened by a: grip . on -her 
throat, 
treated of the luckless trio, Ap- 
parently ‘satisfied that she was 
thoroughly frightened, the robber 
let go of her throat and without 
troubling to hind or gag her, 
threw a quilt over her head and 
left her on the bed. She remain- 
ed so covered until she was cer- 
tain the robbers-had left, and 
then she . released her grand- 
mother. ‘The elder girl freed 
herself. 

While the grandmother and the 
younger .girl were unable to 
identify any of the robbers, be- 
cause their room was dark, the 
elder grand daughter, who said 
she always kept the electric light 
on throughout the night in her 
room, was positive second accused 
was one of the two ruffians who 
bound and gagged her. ‘She 
thought she could recognise the 
other man too if he were brought 
before her, She was not sure, 
however, who was ‘the man who 
held the dagger. Second accused 
she was unable to identify with 
the third robber who had his back 
turned to her all the time he was 
in her room and.she never had.an

the robbers stripped the two 
elder folks: of all their jewellery, 
and then proceeded to ransack the 
flat at their leiaure, spending two 
hours:on. the job;: ‘They left,.ac- 
cording to the elder girl, _just as 
the clock. struck five. .
